A  Commentary

That  little,  four-letter  word,  V-O-T-E, 
vote  for  him,  he  tells  us,  shall  be  the 
way  we  stand  up  for  America,  stand 
tall  in  the  doorway,  stand  against 
crime,  stand  for  law.  So  he  says  every 
night  on  the  tube  doing  the  routine, 
out  of  the  helicopter,  into  Air  Force 
One,  out  of  Air  Force  One,  shaking 
the  biggies'  hands,  shaking  the  peas- 
ants' hands,  shaking  everybody's  hands, 
saying  it  again  past  our  fright  and  into 
our  boredom. 

Visiting  Policemen  in  hospitals,  visit- 
ing policemen  in  police  academies,  in- 
veighing against  disorder  and  anarchy, 
so  tireless  and  tiresome,  the  distant 
dignity  of  the  high  office  is  squander- 
ed in  repetitious  familiarity:  put  the 
crooks  in  jail,  vote,  stop  student  un- 
rest, vote,  stop  the  bombers,  the  riot- 
ers, the  smutsters,  with  one,  clean, 
four    letter   word. 

If  you  hear  it  long  enough,  you  turn 
off  the  set  and  stop  thinking  about  it. 
you  forget  it's  his  job,  and  he's  not 
doing  it. 

On  May  12,  1970,  radio  station  KPFT- 
FM,  Houston,  had  its  transmitter  bomb- 
ed and  destroyed.  KPFT  is  one  of 
four,  left -radical  radio  stations  owned 
by  the  Pacifica  Foundation.  They  also 
have  stations  in  Los  Angeles,  Berkeley 
and  New  York.  They  accept  no  adver- 
tising; almost  all  the  money  they  get 
comes  from  listener  donations. 

In  the  right-wing  world  of  broadcasting, 
where  liberal  stations  are  seldom  found, 
they're  rare,  and  rare  also  because 
they're  sometimes  kinky,  sometimes 
boring,  but  sometimes  inventive  in  a 


field  that  abhors  new  ideas  and  news 
coverage  that  isn't  broadcast  anywhere 
else  in  this  country. 

After  the  bombing,  which  put  them 
off  the  air,  there  was  no  FBI  investi- 
gation. Nor  did  one  follow  after  they'd 
been  stinkbombed  and  shot  at,  and 
then  on  Oct.  6,  after  they'd  gone 
back  on  the  air  in  June,  KPFT's  new 
transmitter,  housed  in  a  cement  bunk- 
er, was  dynamited  and  they  were  off 
the  air  again. 

This  is  a  federally  licensed  radio  sta- 
tion; the  two  bombings  and  the  other 
acts  of  violence  directed  against  it  sug- 
gests a  conspiracy  to  deprive  it  of  its 
First  Amendment  rights,  but  the  Just- 
ice Department  position  was  that  it 
didn't  have  jurisdiction  and  wouldn't 
investigate  the  matter. 

Six  months  after  the  first  bombing, 
weeks  after  the  second,  as  a  result  of 
enormous  pressure  form  the  broad- 
casting industry,  Justice  announced 
late  last  week  it  would  begin  an  in- 
vestigation to  determine  if  it  does  have 
jurisdiction. 

But  on  the  phone  from  Houston, 
Larry  Lee,  KPFT's  station  manager, 
indicated  that  the  last  bomb  may  have 
silenced  KPFT  forever.  The  first  dyna- 
miting forced  the  station  to  raise 
$25,000;  this  next  one,  he  estimates, 
will  require  the  arising  of  twice  that 
figure  to  get  back  on  the  air.  The  sec- 
ond blast  has  resulted  in  cancellation 
of  insurance,  with  no  other  company 
willing  to  come  in.  There  is  also  the 
problem  of  a  tower.  Houston  radio 
tower  owners  are  scared  to  rent  their 
facilities  to  the  station. 

Lee  says  that  KPFT  isn't  alone,  that 
the  Houston  underground  paper, 
Space  City,  is  having  its  freedom  of 
speech  leaned  on  with  some  six  shoot- 
ings into  their  offices.  In  his  opinion, 
neither  the  Houston  police  nor  the 
Harris  County  sheriff's  office  is  inter- 
ested in  catching  the  people  who've 
been  doing  these  things.  The  radio 
station  manager  believes  that  in  the 
case  of  the  local  police  the  reason  for 
their  lassitude  is  that  many  of  them 
are  members  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan.

KPFK     PACIFICA 

More  voices  need  to  be  heard.  They  are  seldom  heard  freely  on  other  media.  More 
political  and  artistic  voices  merit  a  hearing.  Commercial  broadcast  media  favor  the 
bland,  the  safe,  the  profitable. 

More  voices  are  being  heard  m  support  of  free  radio.  Over  11,000  subscribers 
voluntarily  support  KPFK  and  fully  cover  the  station's  operating  costs.  The  listener- 
ship  is  estimated  at  over  half  a  million  during  the  month.  KPFK  has  survived  because 
Southern  Californians  wanted  to  hear  a  free  radio  voice,  where  the  avant-garde  and 
the  controversial  could  be  presented. 

The  station  is  constrained  only  by  its  imagination.  It  is  free  to  program  for  several 
intelligent  and  critical,  specialized,  audiences,  never  to  the  lowest  common  denominat- 
or. Aside  from  the  obvious  limitations  of  libel,  incitement  to  violence,  or  gratuitous 
obscenity,  KPFK's  staff  and  voluntary  programmers  are  forbidden  only  one  commod- 
ity,can't.  The  station  is  esteemed  because  it  is  honest  with  its  listeners. 

For  regular  KPFK  listeners,  each  exposure  to  commercial  radio  or  television  is  a 
dose  of  culture  shock.  KPFK  is  more  than  a  respite  from  commercials,  however. 
As  its  listeners  will  report,  it  dosen't  sound  like  any  other  radio  station.  There  is  no 
one  to  censor  or  censure,  so  remarkable  programming  springs  from  producers  left 
entirely  free  to  produce.  Over  the  years  KPFK  has  developed: 

—  A  series  of  open  microphone  commentaries  by  individuals  and  groups  ranging 
from  the  Young  Americans  For  Freedom,  the  Black  Panther  Party,  to  Dr.  Linus 
Pauling  and  William  Winter. 

—  Live,  day-long,  in-depth  coverage  of  Moratoriums,  Earth  Day,  the  Silent  Majority 
Rally  and  other  such  events. 

—  Award-winning  radio  documentaries. 

—  Believable  interview  and  "personality"  programs. 

—  The  avant-garde  in  music,  from  folk  and  rock  to  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic, 
taped  from  the  Music  Center. 

—  In-depth  national  and  local  broadcasting  supplemented  by  capitol  coverage  reported 
by  our  Washington  news  bureau,  with  as  much  air  time  for  reports  as  events  require. 
Such  as  our  coverage  of  the  crisis  during  May  involving  our  going  into  Cambodia 
and  the  death  of  4  students  at  Kent  State,  Ohio. 

KPFK  has  also  developed  a  staff  which  rates  as  one  of  the  most  talented  (and  lowest 
paid)  in  professional  broadcasting.  Journalists  and  technicians  who  could  easily  double 
their  saleries  elsewhere;  and  brilliant  eccentrics  whom  nobody  else  would  dare  hire,  all 
find  a  creative  opportunity  at  KPFK.  The  station  also  has  a  cadre  of  about  150 
volunteers,  who  avail  themselves  of  the  stations  free  air  time  and  make  possible 
the  volume  and  variety  of  original  programming.

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FIVE  EASY  PIECES 
by  Doug  Jones 

Released  in  September  with  a  "sleeper' 
campaign,  Robert  Rafelson's  second 
film  FIVE  EASY  PIECES  contains 
perhaps  the  best  single  male  acting  per- 
formance    in    the    last    three    years. 

Jack  Nicholson's  portrayal  of  Robert 
Eroica  Dupea  has  all  the  sensitivity 
and  grace  of  the  early  Montgomery 
Clift,  especially  during  an  emotionally 
trying  scene  with  his  father.  In  terms 
of  identity  and  audience  relation, 
Nicholson  distinguishes  himself  admir- 
ably as  the  restless,  anxiety- ridden 
pianist-turned  oil-rigger,  who  rejects 
the  values  of  his  conservative,  music- 
ally-minded family  in  order  to  seek 
the  quiet  and  calm  of  his  own  psyche. 

The  excusable  failure  of  FIVE  EASY 
PIECES  lies  in  its  attempts  to  deal 
with  a  fragmented  personality  in  an 
equally  episodic  structure  that  reminds 
me  more  of  EASY  RIDER  than  SOME 
CAME  RUNNING.  Stylistic  devices 
are  much  in  evidence  in  this  film,  and 
Rafelson  employs  his  disjointed  narr- 
ative line  to  embelish  the  theme  of  the 
character:  that  of  Physical  freedom  in 
return  for  spiritual  entrapment,  angst, 
and  guilt.  Dupea's  disillusionment  is 
more  than  the  desperate  wanderings  of 
one  man,  it  is  the  despair  of  a  whole 
culture  that  grew  up  on  lies. 

The  people  commiting  the  deceitful 
act  of  lying  to  their  children  are  not 
evil  people  really,  just  graceless  and  un- 
aware. Had  we  known  in  youth  that 
our  innocence  would  fade,  that  our 
guilt  would   be   more,  we  could  have 

had  a  kind  of  preparation  for  the  very 
hard  task  of  living  on  a  day-to-day 
basis. 

The  casting  of  the  film  is  brilliant: 
Nicholson  is  nothing  less  than  great; 
Karen  Black  as  his  lover  maintains  a 
constant  reality  that  assists  in  determ- 
ining a  portion  of  the  actual  value 
of  this  project;  Susan  Aspach  is  pro- 


perly bitchy  and  excellently  faced  as 
the  one-hour  lover  of  the  unhappy 
Dupea,  whose  insincere  praise  to  his 
pianistic  ability  receives  the  response 
from  him,  "I  didn't  really  feel  anything 
I  was  just  playing  a  piece  I  learned 
when  I  was  eight  years  old";  and,  in  a 
silent  role  as  the  unresponsive  father, 
William  Challee  turns  in  a  major  per- 
formance —  understanding,  sincere, 
and  lovely. 


The  "five  easy  pieces"  of  the  title 
refers  to  little  piano  compositions  by 
Chopin,  Bach,  and  Mozart,  which  help 
to  demonstrate  that  the  work  process- 
es required  of  us  are  rather  simple  acc- 
omplishments, but  they  have  no  re- 
lation whatsoever  to  the  difficult  busi- 
ness of  living. 

As  in  the  case  of  Jack  Nicholson,  the 
film  would  be  nowhere  without  the 
purposely  realistic  and  inartistic  cine- 
matography of  Laszio  Kovacs,  whose 
very  presence  as  professional  camera- 
man can  almost  assure  the  success  of 
his  individual  directors  (Rush,  Hopper 
Rafelson)    imaginative    visual    images.

in  Salinas,  Calif.,  in  August  and  Sep- 
tember when  they  attacked  Cesar  Cha- 
vez's nonviolent  farm  union  organizers 
while  they  were  organizing  the  lettuce 
pickers.  (For  a  good  account,  see 
"Battle  for  Lettuce:  Chavez  and  Team- 
sters" by  Jerry  J.  Berman  and  Jim 
Hightower;   in"The  Nation,"  Nov. 2) 

There  the  vigilanties  even  put  the 
union's  general  counsel,  Jerry  Cohen, 
in  the  hospital,  and  any  Mexican  was 
liable  to  get  it,  as  Victoriano  Rodri- 
guez's affidavit  makes  clear; 


"I  am  not  a  member  of  the  United 
Farm  Workers  (Chavez's  union).  On 
Saturday  morning,  Aug.  29,  1970, 
while  I  was  on  my  way  to  work  to  cut 
lettuce,   I   saw  a  friend  of  mine  who 

was  picketing. ..and  stopped  to  talk  to 
him.  When  we  had  been  talking  about 
half  an  hour,  five  or  six  cars  of 
Anglos  stopped.  They  got  out  and 
walked  over  and  began  hitting  people. 
They  were  all  very  big.  One  giant  guy 
who  weighed  about  300  pounds  hit  an 
old  man  and  a  boy.  I  wanted  to  get 
away,  so  I  started  toward  my  car 
which  was  across  the  road.  Two  big 
guys  followed  me  and  as  I  opened  the 
car  door  one  of  the  guys  hit  me  in  the 
head  from  behind.  He  then  hit  me 
again,  cutting  my  face.  The  other  guy 
had  a  chain  and  swung  it  at  me,  but  I 


moved,  and  he  hit  the  car  windshield, 
shattering  it.  I  had  the  knife  I  used  to 
cut  lettuce  in  the  car  and  grabbed  it  to 
try  to  protect  myself.  The  guys  then 
went  across  the  street  and  got  a  rifle 
from  their  car..." 

Forget  Victoriano  Rodriguez  or  the 
18-year-old  Chicano  girl  they  punched 
out  on  the  picket  line  and  don't  think 
about  KPFT  or  the  little  hippie  rag. 
Remember  the  words  of  our  crime 
fighters,  intent  on  the  last  hour's 
votes,  jetting  their  way  to  crucial  states 
and  key  elections,  jetting  into  all 
on  the  backblast  of  their  hot  breath. 
Listen  to  the  better  words;  I  believe 
in  the  right  of  peaceful  dissent,  soft 
on  crime,  draw  the  line,  give  others 
the  right  to  speak  and  parents  shouldn't 
be  excessively  meek;  stand  up  for 
the  clean  four-letter  word—  that's 
how  they  win  elections  in  Texas, 
kid— fighting  voter  apathy  on  prime, 
expensive  time,  doing  it  on  Air  Force 
One,  doing  it  on  fright  and  the  single 
wing,  unbalanced  right;  I'm  so  happy 
to  be  here  today,  in  this  church, 
under  this  steeple,  bringing  govern- 
ment to  the  people;  I'm  so  happy  to  be 
here  today  to  promise  you  no  forced 
bus,  no  fuss,  no  enemies  but  those  we 
pick,  no  discord  but  what  we've  pro- 
grammed with  our  TV  jungles  and 
commercial  rhyme  for  you  to  learn  by 
rote,  clean  livers,  future  leaders,  be- 
cause tomorrow  we're  going  to  have 
you  V-O-T-E.
